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Credit... Yesterday and Today 


The evils of a credit system such as seems to prevail to 
an unusual extent in Northfield are not only recognizable 
by every one who will stop a moment to think, but they are 
painfully manifest to the victim of the system when because 
of his inability to collect what is rightfully his, he is unable 
to meet his own obligations. We regret to say it but this 
community has many examples of those who could easily 
pay as they go, but prefer to go and then pay if sufficiently 
persuaded that paying is necessary. 

This may be the result of thoughtlessness but 

“Evil is wrought 
Through want of thought 
As well as want of heart.” 

If it is thoughtlessness it is without excuse. If it is de- 
liberately adopted it is contemptible and criminal. We have 
the opinion of several of our leading business men and they 
are agreed that nothing could possibly be adopted along busi- 
ness lines that would be so mutually beneficial to this com- 
munity as a cash system of buying and selling. There are cir- 
cumstances of course, when a reasonable credit should be 
given, but why should any man with the money in his pocket 
habitually ask for credit? Why should the merchant, the 
tradesman, the seamstress, the laborer, the huckster or the 
printer be compelled to borrow money and pay interest on it 
simply because those owing him go on day) after day and 
month after month indifferent to what ought to be their 
first and chiefest duty? It may be that our views are some- 

t radical. It may be'that we are touching’ ome raw spots. 
Be that as it may it would be well for us at kast to discuss 
this matter. The columns of the Press are open for commu- 
nication on the subject.

Welfare Department 
Lists Aid Grant 


The highest level since May, 
1955, was reached by Northfield 
welfare department grants last 
month. The figure rose from a 17- 
month high of $5,972 to a two- 
yepr high of $5,997. Caseload re- 

ained at 67. 

Until last month, the caseload 
had not reached that figure since 
the prior high of May, 1955. High- 
est total on record is $7,025. 
reached in May, 1954, when the 
caseload was 73. 

Increased grants were made in 
the old age assistance and aid to 
dependent children categories last 
month, while the disbursements 
declined somewhat under disabil- 
ity assistance and general relief. 

Comparison of grants and the 
unchanged caseload in each cate- 
gory follows: February and 
March in that order: 

OAA, 57 cases, $4.834, $4,906: 
ADC, three cases, $263, $325; DA, 
two cases, $343, $306, and GR, five 
cases, $530, $459.

|Historical Sketch 


| hostile, 


Of ‘Old Northfield’ 


(Editor’s note: This is the first of 
a series of historica] sketches of 
Northfield and nearby areas, 


which will appear as space per- 
mits in The Press.) 


Before the exploration by white 
men, and the settlement of the 
town of Northfield, the territory 
was occupied by a tribe of Indi- 
ans called the Squakheags, a name 
meaning ‘“ A spearing place for 
salmon.” 

Many evidences of this occupa- 
tion have been discovered, prov- 
ing that nearly every bluff along 
the river with an adjacent brook 
was the site of an Indian village. 
Among such sites the one west 
of Bennett's Meadow Bridge is 
noted as the home of King Philip 
from February to April, 1676. 

Little is known of the antece- 
dent history of this tribe, but it 
is known that they were attacked 
by the Mohawks in 1663, who in 
turn were unsuccessfully attacked 
by the Squakheags in 1669. 

At about this time the white 
men appeared, and were welcomed 
as possible allies against the Mo- 
hawks. A sale of land was nego- 
tiated with the Indians, who 
probably failed to understand its 
full significance, and they con- 
tinued to occupy villages on the 
land thus sold. 

Relations with the white men 
were friendly except during peri- 
ods of temporary hostility and 
when incited to war by the ene- 
mies of the English. 

The First Settlement 

The first steps towards the set- 
tlement of Squakheag were taken 
in 1670. A party from Northamp- 
ton, including Joseph Parsons, 
Sr., William Janes, George Alex- 
ander and Micah Mudge, examined 
the location and found the Indi- 
ans anxious to sell. These men, 
with Caleb Pomeroy, made the 
purchase in 1671. The original 
purchase contained about 10,500 
acres. The sum paid is unknown. 
but an additional payment was 
made in 1686, as the Indians were 
dissatisfied with the original 
mrive, and a clear,and satisfactory 


title was given. ’A second pur- 
chase was made in 1673 on the 


west bank of the Connecticut, 
containing 3000 acres. These two 


| tracts comnrised the town during 


the first settlement. 

e .irst settlers arrived in the 
spring of 1673, and with them 
came Elder Janes. A _ religious 
service was held under- an oak 
tree, standing until 1869. A stock- 
ade was built, houses were com- 
menced, and crops planted. There 
were sixteen families and eighty 
to ninety persons in this group of 
settlers. 

The site of this stockade and 
the location of the oak tree are 
properly marked. They are near 
the south end of Main Street. 

The first settlement was short- 
live? In 1675 the Indians became. 
and after attacks on. 
Brookfield in August, and on 
Deerfield in September, Northfield 
was ravaged and the settlers were 
compelled to abandon the terri-' 
tory. 

The heroic efforts made by 


Captain Beers of Hadley to save, 
Northfield from the savages were. 
unavailing. An ambuscade threw! 


his company into confusion and 
proved fatal to himself. The place 
of the battle on “Beers Plain” 
and the traditional grave of the 
leader are commemorated by 
suitable markers. 

Additional forces from Hadley 
soon reached Northfield and 
guarded the remaining settlers to 
safety, and Northfield was aban- 
doned.

With Spring Blossoms, 
Birds Flock To Arcadia, 
Audubon Wildlife Sanctuary 


Marjory Bartlett Sanger ad- 
dressed the Garden club last week 
and part of the text of her speech 
is as follows: ; 


By Marjory Bartlett Sanger 


In the Golden Age of Greece 
“Arcadia” meant a land of pas- 
toral peace and pleasure, with its 
special god Pan patron of nature 
and music. To Sir Philip Sydney 
it was an Elizabethan utopia. To- 
day we have our Arcadia, too. 


Situated in both Northampton 
and Easthampton, the line be- 
tween them running through, and 
at.the great curve of the Connec- 
ticut River Oxbow, Arcadia Wild- 
life Sanctuary !s a three-hundred- 
acre refuge of woodland, meadow, 
aind marsh where wild creatures 
and vegetation abound free and 
unmolested. ‘Wood Duck’ signs 
along Route 10 point the way to 
this outdoor museum. 


The home of Mr. and Mrs. Le- 
Roy S. Combs, the land was oper- 
ated as a private sanctuary as 
early as 1932. In 1944 the proper- 
ty was purchased by Professor 
and Mrs. Zechariah Chafee, Jr., 
and presented to the Massachu- 
setts Audubon society in memory 
of their son, Robert Searle Chafee, 
who died at the age of twenty-six, 
having found in his brief life 
“happiness in watching birds and 
exploring the wild places where 
they live.” 

The Sanctuary’s’ propitious site 
is at “the crossing of the Connec- 
ticut River by the long valley 
from New Haven northeastward, 
and the convergency of these two 
migration routes brings hordes of 
transients to a pause at Arcadia.” 
So wrote Aaron Clark Bagg in 
1938, and so it has proved to be. 
Over two hundred species have 
been recorded here. Wood Ducks 
and Black Ducks may be seen at 
all seasons, except when the 
marsh, “the heart of Arcadia,” is

frozen. Migrating ducks come in 
with the first open water. In 
March the cattails resound with 
the call of the Red-wings. And 
swallows in summer slant in tre- 
mendous flocks over the Oxbow. 
Rails and both marsh wrens and 
the Northern Water-Thrush have 
nested at the marsh, with the 
Grasshopper Sparrow in a field 
nearby. And the Duck Hawk nests 
on the cliffs of Mt. Tom, to the 
southeast, where hawk migra- 
tions are regularly watched, and 
where against a soft blue sky a 
Turkey Vulture may soar lazily. 
Rarities that have been seen at 
Arcadia include the Snow Goose, 
Old-squaw, Black Tern, Bicknell’s 
Thrush, and the James Bay Sharp- 
tailed Sparrow. The Sanctuary 
was the scene of early banding of 
Evening Grosbeaks, and has been 
the headquarters for the Connec- 
ticut Valley Evening Grosbeak 
Survey. 

The woodlands of Arcadia are 
becoming a “museum forest” of 
value for study purposes, as well 
as for their majestic and moving 
beauty. Here the White-tailed 
Deer may be seen, and the Fly- 
ing Squirrel. Were the dappled 
floor is bright with ferns, with 
trillium and jack-in-the-pulpit and 
pink moccasin. Cardinal flowers 
stand at the water’s edge; purple- 
flowering raspberry and doll’s eye 
dogwood bend along the trails. 
The Oriental chestnut, Chinese 
bushcherry, and Russian olive 
have been introduced at Arcadia, 
as have numerous hollies. The 
sanctuary director; skilled in plant 
propagation, has long been partic- 
ularly concerned with wildlife 
food plants. Quantities of berry- 
bearing trees and shrubs and a 
hummingbird planting give evi- 
dence of his interest in planning a 
sanctuary with all natural forms 
in mind. Friends of Arcadia have 
donated wildflowers from time to 
time, and these are always wel- 
come. The Katharine Woods Me- 
morial, a fragrant garden around 
a naturalistic pool, with Mt. Tom 
as a background, brings many 
birds to the Sanctuary lawn. 

The Norman Studio, just off the 
Cedar Trail, provides a quiet re- 
treat for relaxation or creative 
work. 

Smith college graduates may 
fondly recollect a bridle path 
through the Sanctuary where once 
an old bridge carried trolley cars 
across Arcadia Marsh. This bridge, 
partially washed out in the 1938 
hurricane, is now gone altogether. 
Not far fromeithe tracks was a 
pine-shaded’aémusement area called 
Marshal's Grove, where, at the 
turn of the century, during the 
brief heyday of the trolley car, 
Picnics and square dances were 
held. 

But Arcadia is more than just 
a sanctuary. It is “the represen- 
tation of the Massachusetts Au- 
dubon society and what it stands 
for to the general public in the 
Connecticut Valley.” At the Sanc- 
tuary residence, there is an office, 
also a library and store and gath- 
ering place for ull who come. Trail 
maps may be obtained at all sea- 
sons for exploring the woods and 
fields and wetlands. 

The Barn provides a large meet- 
ing foom and workshop. Barn 
Swallows fly in and out among 
the lofts and rafters, as do bats 
on summer evenings, and Cliff 
Swallows collect mud from the 
road to plaster their nests be- 
neath the eaves on the wide 
white-washed clapboards. 

It was in this Barn that the 
first Arcadia Nature Workshop 
was held in the summer of 1947. 
Year after year it has grown un- 
til now ‘there are active day 
camps for boys and girls of the 
valley in full swing throughout 
July and August. 

No notes about Arcadia could 
be complete without some mention 
of the Campout. On a week end

From the time when he first 
came in 1944 to assume its man- 
agement, the spirit behind Arcadia 
has been Edwin A. Mason. And 
anyone who has met him knows 
that it is a unique spirit. At school 
in his native England, Mr. Ma- 


son specialized in the field of ag- 
riculture. In this country he spent 


fifteen years in charge of the 


Wharton Bird Banding Station at 
Groton. The combination of these 
pursuits, together with his inter- 
est in wildlife management and 
in young people, has fitted him 
well for his position as director of 
a sanctuary. Readers will remem- 
ber his many stimulating articles 
on plants and plantings, the feed- 
ing of wild birds, and “Manage- 
ment on the Home Sanctuary,” as 
well as vivid sketches of Arcadia. 
His wife, Mina, a hostess of great 
charm, and two _ nature-loving 
daughters, Sylvia and Patsy, com- 
plete the Mason family. 

Much of Arcadia still lies ahead. 
Plans have already been drawn 
for a trailside museum and as- 
sembly hall, a laboratory and 
workshop. Additional land has re- 
cently been acquired; more may 
come. Perhaps one day a dam 
will be built to stabilize the water 
level in the marsh for the protec- 
tion of waterfowl. These are 
dreams now, to be sure, but it was 
just such dreams that made this 
“land of pastoral peace and pleas- 
ure” the reality that the Arcadia 
Wildlife Sanctuary is today.
